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PREFACE. 



The enlargement of the last edition of my 
English Dictionary obliged me to omit from the 
Introduction the large collection of Latin and 
Greek Roots, with their English Deeivatives, 
which it formerly contained. But as these 
Roots are those by which the vocabulary of the 
English language has been most enriched, I 
intimated, in a note, that they would be re- 
printed in a separate form for the use of schools. 
This has now been done j and in order to make 
this little publication still more usef>il, 1 haye 
made so many additions to it that it may now 
be regarded as An Introduction to the Etymology 
of the English Language. 

As the Etymology of a language implies a 
correct knowledge of the origin and meanings 
of the words which compose it, the importance 
and necessity of such a branch of study must be 
obvious to every one. In fact, the correct mean- 
ings of words are among the first things that 
should be talight to children; and the only 
question is. What is the easiest and best me- 
thod of doing this? Formerly children were 
obliged to undergathe drudgery of learning — or 
rather^ of attempting to learn — the meanings of

words from the columns of their dictionaries, in 
regularly set lessons, beginning at the first word 
under A, and ending — should they continue so 
long at school — ^with the last word under Z. This 
was something like the labour of the Danaides, 
for the meanings of the words, as there was no 
principle of association to bind them, escaped 
from their memory almost as soon as they were 
committed to it. In a little work which I pub- 
lished about thirty years ago I drew attention 
to the absurdity of this practice; and I sug- 
gested a plan by which young persons might 
learn far more easily, and certainly far more 
effectually, the meanings of words, by deducing 
them from their boots or pbimitives, par- 
ticularly from the Latin. I refer to a Mammal 
of Etymology* which was published by John 
Gumming, Dublin, in the year 1831. And in 
THB Spelling-Book SUPERSEDED, which was pub- 
lished three years after, this plan is fully ex- 
plained, and practically illustrated; and the 
following extracts from it will serve to show how 
this little book should be taught. In fact, as 
this Manual is, in some respects, introductory 
and in others, svpplementary to The Spelling- 
Booh Superseded, the best way of using it would 
be as a Text-book in connexion with it.

** But how, it may be inquired, are children, with- 
out dictionaries or spelling-books, to learn the mean- 
ings of words ? By being accustomed to give, in their 
own language, their own ideas of every unusual and 
important word which occurs in their beading les- 
sons ; the teacher, of course, correcting them when 
wrong, and explaining to them, when necessary, the 
proper meaning of the term in question ; or referring 
them for this information to their dictionaries, which 
should always be at hand for this, their legitimate 
use.'' — Spelling-Book Superseded, p. II. 

* * Almost every word in our, and indeed in every lan- 
guage, has, in addition to its original and proper mean- 
ing, its consequential and figurative applications. 
And though in several instances the original or pri- 
mitive meaning has been lost, or is no longer in use, 
yet, in general, it will be found to pervade and explain 
what are called the diflferent meanings of the same 
word. In explaining the following class of words the 
author has kept this principle in view. In almost 
every case it will be seen that the primitive or original 
meaning naturally leads to all the others, though, at 
first view, some of them may appear to be quite differ- 
ent. And, besides the pleasure which even children 
take in ti;acing analogies, it is surely much easier, as 
well as much more philosophic, to learn the meanings 
of words in this way, than to get them by rote from 
the uninteresting and unconnected columns of a dic- 
tionary. For even if it were possible for a child to 
recollect the different meanings of every word in his 
dictionary (and unless he recollects all, there is little 
use in his knowing only a part), how is he to know, on 
the spur of the moment, which of the many meanings 
he is to attach to a word that he meets with in reading, 
or hears pronounced in conversation." — Ibid., p. 65. 

** The easiest and most effectual method of acquir- 
ing a knowledge of what may be called the difficult 
words of our language, is to learn the comparatively

few BOOTS flrom which they are derived, and the pre- 
fixes and AFFIXES which vary and modify their mean- 
ings. In this way the pupils learn with greater ease, 
and recollect with greater certainty whole families 
of words, in less time perhaps than it would take them 
to learn the meanings of an equal number of single and 
unconnected terms ; which, asthey are not connected 
by any principle of association, soon escape from the 
memory, even after the labour of much repetition. In 
short, under the old way, as it is called, the pupil 
fished with a hook, and drew in, at most, but one word 
at a time ; but under the system here recommended, 
he uses a net, and at one cast draws in a whole multi- 
tude of words."— /6iV/., p. 143. 

It eliould also be added that this Manual is 
intended to supersede, as a Class-JSook, Thb 
Dictionary of Derivations, which should only 
be used as a Book of Reference^ except in schools 
in which Latin and French are taught.

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THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 



The first language spoken in the British Islands, 
of which we have any historical knowledge, was the 
ancient Celtic. Di^dects of this language are still 
spoken in Wales, in the Highlands of Scotland, in 
the Isle of Man, and in several parts of Ireland, 
particulariy the west. In the present English, how- 
ever, very few Celtic words are found, if we except 
the names of places, mountains, rivers, and lakes, 
many of which retain the appellations given to them 
by the ancient Celts. 

Celtic was the language of the natives of Britain 
when the country was invaded by the Romans, under 
Julius CaBsar, fifty-five years before the Christian 
era. During the four hundred years which the Ro- 
mans held military possession of the country, a large 
number of Latin words amalgamated with the lan- 
guage of the natives, many of which are found in 
the Welsh or ancient Britbh at the present day ; and 
some have descended to us from the Anglo-Saxon. 

Under the dominion of the Saxon tribes, the lan- 
guage of the country was, with the natives, almost 
extirpated, and the kindred dialects of the conquer- 
ors gradually united under the name of the Anglo- 
Saxon, which became the basis of the present En- 
glish. But though the basis or ground- work of the 
present English is the Anglo-Saxon, a large portion 
of its vocabulary, or stock of words, is derived from 
other languages. The words which are most in use,

and wHcli may, therefore, be said to constitute the 
body of the language, are of Anglo-Saxon origin. 
The number of such words, however, compared with 
the whole vocabulary, is not so large as is usually 
thought.* Their constant recurrence in almost every 
sentence which we utter, causes them to appear more 
numerous than they really are. Generally speak- 
ing, our monosyllabic words are, with few exceptions, 
of Anglo-Saxon origin, while a large portion of our 
words of two syllables^- the great majority of our 
words of three, arid -almost afl our words of four or 
more syllables,- are derived from the Latin, Greek, 

& Webster, in bis Dictionary, estimates tbe number of 
Anglo-Saxon words in the present English "at probably Iqss 
than half the whole number of wordiS in the language.'* Tur- 
ner, in his *' History of the Anglo-Saxons,'* says that more 
than /ouT'Jifihs of the words in modem English, are of Anglo- 
Saxon origin ; and he quotes several passages in proof of his 
assertion. There is no doubt, that in almost any passage of 
eenuine old English,.the great majority of the words, particu- 
larly those thaA are monosyUahic^ will be found to be of^ Anglo- 
Saxon origin ; though it might be shown that many of the 
words which pass for such, are really derivatives from the 
Greek and Latin; sib father ^ name, day^ wiU^ &c. The fol- 
lowing passage from the work referred to, is rather at variance 
with the sutnor^s theory. The words which I have marked 
in itaUc are obviously from the Greek or Latin : and several 
of the words which 1 have not marked might be traced to 
the same origin ; as £», aty timey have, &c. This passage 
however, it should be added, is not quoted as a fair specimen 
of Mr. Turner's English : — 

*' At this happy period of the world, we cannot reflect on 
the idolatry of ancient times, without aMonishment at the 
infatuation which has so inveterately in various regions clouded 
the human mind. We feel, indeed, that it is impossible to 
contemplate the grand canojnf of the universe ; to desert/ the 
planets moving in governed order; to find comets darting from

French, and other languages ; but particularly from 
the Latin.'' We shall merely indicate the sources. 

During the partial occupation of England by the 
Danes, in the beginning of the eleventh century, 
several Danish words were introduced, some of which 
are still in use, particularly in the northern counties. 

The Norman Conquest added a large number of 
Norman-French words, but not so many as is usu- 
ally thought. 

As learning, science, and the arts, advanced, new 
words were constantly added to our vocabulary, not 
only from the Latin and Greek, but also from the 
modem languages of Europe, as French, Italian, 
German, and Spanish. Commerce has also contri- 
buted several words from the languages of Asia, 
Africa, and America. 

. To the Latin we owe most of the terms used in 
theology, medicine, law, literature, and politics; and 
also a large nTo^ber of the words in general use, par- 
ticularly words of three or more syflables. A large

number of our Latin-English words entered the lan- 
guage through the medium of the French ;• but the 
majority have been added sinoe the beginning of the 
fifteenth century. 

To the Oreek, which possesses great power of 
forming compounds, we owe many of the terms used 
in science, philosophy, theology, and the arts; as 
anatomy^ analogy, aeronaut^ barometer, chrofiology^ 
geometry, geography, &c. 

From the French we derive many of the terms 
used in military affairs; as aide-de-camp, command- 
ant, picquet, bayonet, bivotiao — ^in literature, as ama- 
teur, belles-lettres, savant — ^in dress, as visite, peruke, 
crinoline — ^in cookery, as cuisine, fricassee, omelet — 
in manners, as etiquette, brusque, naivete, &c. 

From the Italian we have borrowed most of the 
terms relating to music, painting, and sculpture, as 
piano, tenor, bravura, prima donna, chiaro-oscuro, 
mezzotinto, alto-relievo, cameo, intaglio, &c. 

From the Spanish we h&ve admiral, barilla, bilboes, 
camarilla, caste, Castanet, cigar, embargo, junto, 
lagoon, mosquito, &c. 

From the Flemish and Dutch we have boom, boat, 
sloop, schooner, &c. From the German, mangel-vmr- 
zely waltz, &c. 

From Asia we have several words, as bamboo, 
bazaar, caravan, coffee, gazelle, giraffe, pagoda, palan- 
quin, ratan, sherbet, tamarind, tariff, tea, SfC, From 
Africa^ chimpanzee, oasis, &c. From America, can- 
mbal, potato, tobacco, tomahawk, wigwam, &c. 

Several of our words are derived from the names 
of the places from which the things that they repre-

boge from Cambodia; port from Oporto; scallion 
frt)m Ascalon ; shalloon from Chalons ; sherry from 
Xeres ; tobacco from Tobago^ &c. 

From new inventions, new objects, and new ideas, 
we are constantly adding to our stock of words ; as 
galvanism, gas, gun-cotton, daguerreotype, mesmer- 
ism, kyardze, macadamize, stereoscope, &c. 



DERIVATION. 

Derivation is that part of Etymology which treats 
of the origin and primary signification of words. 

Words are either Primitive or Derivative. A pri- 
mitive word cannot be reduced or traced to any sim- 
pler word in the language ; as man, good, obey, A 
DERIVATIVE word cau be j reduced or traced to an- 
other word in the language of greater simplicity ; as 
manly, goodness, disobey, 

Primitive words from which derivatives are formed 
are called roots. Many words considered as primi- 
tives or roots in English, are derivatives from the Latin, 
Greek, and other languages. For example, the word 
animadvert is a primitive in English, but a derivative 
in Latin. 

The primitive words in any language are very few 
when compared with the whole amount of its vocabu- 
lary. The shortest and easiest way, therefore, of 
learning a language, is to make ourselves acquainted

witliits comparatiyely few primitives, and the pro- 
cesses by which derivatives are formed from them. 

Derivative words are formed from their primitives 
in three ways : — I. By the addition of letters or syl- 
lables. 2. By the omission of letters or contraction. 
8. By the interchange of equivalent or kindred letters. 

All words having prefixes or affixes, or both, are 
examples of the first process. All words which midergo 
what grammarians call aphteresiSi^ syncope, or apocope, 
are examples of the second process of derivation. For 
examples of the third process, seethe words under the 
head of English Roots or Primitives, page 24. 

A PREFIX is a significant particle, generally an 
inseparable preposition prefixed to a word to vary or 
modify its meaning ; as mis in mistake, un in unjust, ab 
in abiblve, and para in paragraph. 

An AFFIX or termination is a significant particle 
or syllable added to a word to vary or modify its mean, 
ing ; as less in harmless^ ly in maniy, en in lengthen, fy 
in purify y and ize in dogmatize. 

The meaning of a word is either primary or second- 
ary. The PRIMARY meaning of a word is that in 
which it WAS first OT originally applied. 

A word can have but one primary, but it ma^ have 
several secondary meanings. Though, in many instan- 
ces, the primary meaning of a word has been lost, or 
is no longer in use, yet, in general, it will be found to 
pervade all its secondary or figurative applications.

All that 
should be required from them is, that they should hav« a 
thorough and familiar knowledge of the roots, and of the 
PREFIXES and affixes, which modify their meaning; and 
having this, they will be prepared for the Exercises on the 
derivatives^ as suggested, p. 5. See also page 119.]

Anglo-Saxon Roots. 

Generally speakings English words which are not 
derived from the Latin or Greet, are from angi.o- 
SAXON ROOTS. But as few of these Roots have more 
than one or two dertvatiyes in English, it is ob- 
vious that young persons would gain little or no- 
thing by learning them. With Latin and Greek 
Boots it is quite different; for, by learning them, 
the pupU will, without any additional trouble, become 
acquamted, at least in a general wa^ with whole 
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families of words. In fact, it may be said tbat a 
young person who learns Anglo-Saxon Hoots fishes 
with a hook, and draws in at most but one word at 
a time; but in learning Latin and Greek Roots, he 
uses a net, and at one cast draws in a whole multi- 
tude of words. See page 6.

COMMON terms, or ordinary words of a language. 
In the explanation of proper names also, both in 
GEOGRAPHY and history, Etymology will be found 
to be an important auxiliary ; for, generally speak- 
ing, the NAMES of places either indicate some pecu- 
liarity in their geographical position or character, 
or are commemorative of some occurrence or event 
in history. In Celtic nomenclature this is very 
remarkable, as may be seen by glancing over the 
names of the Irish*' towns, &c.
